'phones". Pay telephones have 
been installed in all residences 
since late last, November.

Through a printer's error after the copy 
for last Friday's issue had left The Daily 
office, the signature to the Letter to the 
Editor headed "All The More Power To 
Them" was omitted. Although the letter 
'appeared under the standard heading 
"Letters lo The Editor", the omission of 
the signature gave rise to u widespread 
and most unfortunate impression that the 
letter was an expression of editorial opin- 
ioti; • It 'was definitely not such an expres- 
sion, nor was the error in.oniitling the sig- 
nature that of any inéinbcr'df The Daily 
staff. 

Neither the Managing Board, nor any 
of its individual members agrees with the 
views expressed in the letter. The ilan- 
aging Board had decided lo make no edi- 
torial comment on the cvenls.of the past 
week sinfc the immediate issues were fair- 
ly put in the statement of the Sttuicnls' 
Executive Council, a body which rcprcs- 
' ents every student on the campus and 
. which publishes The Daily. 

We do not believe that our correspond- 
. encc columns should be closed to the ex- 
pression of student opinion in signed let- 
ters, even if such opinion is critical of the 
University authorities. ' In all fairness to 
• the authorities,, it should be emphasized 
that they are in full agreement with us on 
. this point. For our part we. feel that such 
criticism should be reasonably and tem- 
perately expressed. 
We feel hound to say, however, that we 
. think the SEC statement was just what 
the situation called for at the time, and 
'that unless anyone has further construct- 
ive conlribulion to màk6 nothing is to he 
; gained by prolonging discussion of the 
'matter.-

Too often the Canadian 
student wishing to maicc a com- 
parison with his own and English 
and American is confronted with 
this so-called witty ,anBlysla. How 
then to classify •Ti.Coq'.'T How 
will it stand up with Broadway 
and on Broadway? Then comes Uie 
voice of authority, and we arc told 
we must listen to him; "The Amer- 
icans will not undersUnd it; hox 
can it bo a good play since It's only 
a local affair?" 

To borrow a phrase from' the play 
Itaelf, "To hell"! Ibis play. Is good 
whether New Yorkers accept It or 
not. There is no need for comparl 
sont let us be our own critics. Do 
we Consider the acting, dialogue, 
and scenery pertlnenlT That is 
what counts. Also, we should re- 
member that this play which open' 
ed in French In May 1948, reopen, 
ed in the autumn of this year to 
establish a new Canadian record 
of 200 'consecutive, performances in 
one city. The current occasion is 
the first in theatrical history that a 
bilinf ual east appears (with one 
exception) In the same play in a 
second languafe. Also Important Is 
the fact that 'the author, Gratien 
Gellnas ("FrIdolln") has directed 
the play, and playa the lead In it. 

The story is a simple, moving one. 
Ti-Coq, an illegitimate child, has 
grown up with a persecution com- 
plex. When the play opcni, he is 
in the army and has Just had a 
fight with his friend, Jean-Paul, 
over a girl. The padre explains the 
situation — Ti-Coq has had no 
family life, few friends, and thus 
he has been super-sensitive to Jean- 
Paul's words. To offset this, he is 
invited to Jean-Paul's home for 
Christmas. Slceptical at first, he dis- 
covers that the family life he never 
had is as beautiful as Marie-Angc, 
Jean- Paul's sister. Ti-Coq and 
Marie-Ange." fall in love; for the 
first time he has discovered a clean, 
worthwhile happiness.
